O R D E R  

On February 21, 1995, Kentucky CQSA, Inc. d/b/a BellSouth 

Mobility, Inc. ("Kentucky CQSAll) filed an application seeking a 

Certificate of Public Convenience and Neceeeity to construct and 

operate a cellular radio telecommunications antenna tower in tho 
Louisville Metropolitan Statietical Area ("the Louisville #8Al1). 

The proposed cell site coneiete cf a monopole antenna tower not to 

exceed 126 feet in height, with attached antennae, to bo located at 

3034 Hunsinger Lane, LOUieVille, Jefferson County, Kentucky. The 

coordinates for the proposed cell site are North Latitude 38O 13' 

03.25" by West Longitude 8 5 O  37' 31.86". 

Kentucky CGSA ha6 provided information regarding the structure 

of the tower, safety measurea, and antenna deeign criteria for the 

proposed cell site. Baeed upon the application, tho deoign of the 

tower and foundation appears to meet the criteria of the Building 

officials and Code Administrators International, Inc. National 

Building Code, with reference to earthquaken, windo, and tornadoes. 



Pursuant to KRS 100.314(1), the propoaed cell site's 

conatruction is exempt from local aoning ordinances. However, 

Kentucky CQEA hae notified the LOUiEville/JeffCtrEOn County Planning 

Commission of the proposed construction. Kentucky CQEA has filed 

applicationa with the Federal Aviation Adminietration ("FAA") and 

the Kentucky Airport Eoning Commiesion ( t'KAeC't) seeking approval 

for the construction and operation of the proposed cell site. Both 

decieions are pending. 

Kentucky CQEA has filed notices verifying that each pereon who 

own0 property or resides within 500 feet of the propoeed cell eite 

has been notified of the pending conetruction. The notice 

solicited any comments and informed the property owners and 

residents of their right to intervene. To date, no comrnenta have 

been received bj the Commiseion. 

Pursuant to KRE 278.280, the Commission is required to 

determine proper practices to be observed when it finds, upon 

complaint or on ite own motion, that the facilities of any utility 

subjcct to its juriediction are unreasonable, uneafe, improper, or 

ineufficient. To assist the Commieeion in ite effort6 to comply 

with this mandate, Kentucky CQEA should notify the Commission if it 

doem not uee this antenna tower to provide cellular radio 

telecommunications eervicee in the manner set out in its 

application and this Order. Upon receipt of such notice, the 

Commieaion may, on its own motion, institute proceedinge to 

coneider the proper practices, including removal of the unused 

antenna tower, which ehould be observed by Kentucky CGEA. 
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The Commission, having considered the evidence of record and 

being otherwise sufficiently advised, finds that Kentucky CGSA 

ohould be granted a Certificate of Public Convenience and Necessity 

to construct and operate the proposed cell site in the Louisville 

MSA under its currently approved tariff. 

I T  IS THEREFORE ORDERED thatr 

Kentucky CGSA be and it hereby is granted a Certificate 

of Public Convenience and Necessity to construct and operate a 

monopole antenna tower not to exceed 126 feet in height, with 

attached antennas, to be located at 3034 Hunsinger Lane, 

Louisville, Jefferson County, Kentucky. The coordinates for the 

proposed cell site are North Latitude 38O 13' 03.25" by West 

Longitude 8 5 O  37' 31.86".

2. Kentucky CGBA shall file a copy of the final decisions 

regarding its pending FAA and KAZC applications for the proposed 

construction within 10 days of receiving these decisions. 

3. Kentucky CGBA shall immediately notify the Commission in 

writing, if, after the antenna tower is built and utility service 

is commenced, the tower is not used for a period of 3 months in the 

manner authorized by this Order.
